State of New York 


In Senate, February 5, 1919. 
Introduced by Mr. Walker—read twice and 
ordered printed, and when printed to be com- 
mitted to the Committee on the Judiciary. 
An Act to amend the general business law, 
in relation to books to be kept by publishers 


The People of the State of New York, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 

Section. 1. Article twenty-six of chapter 
twenty-five of the laws of nineteen hundred 
and nine, entitled “An act relating to gen- 
eral business, constituting chapter twenty of 
the consolidated laws,” is hereby amended by 
inserting therein a new section, to follow 
section three hundred and ninety-eight, to 
be section three hundred and ninety-nine, to 
read as follows: 

§ 399. Books to be kept by publisher. Any 
person doing business in this state as a pub- 
lisher of books, pamphlets, sheet music or 
other musical compositions, where the au- 
thors or composers thereof have disposed ot 
their rights to such publisher in consideration 
of royalties to be received, shall keep full and 
accurate books showing the sales of and 
orders for such publications, the persons to 
whom and the prices at which such sales are 
made. Such books shall be open to inspec- 
tion by the author or composer on his de- 
mand. Failure to keep such full and accurate 
books, or to keep the same open to inspection 
or the entry therein of any false statement 
shall constitute a misdemeanor and shall be 
punishable as such. 

§2. This act shall take effect immediately.

To American Publishers of Trade Books: 
Mr. T. E. Donnelley, formerly of the War 
Industries Board has now been honored by 
receiving from the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce of the United States the 
appointment of Counsellor in connection with 


the paper, publishing and printing trades. 


He states that the Secretary desires a close 
affliation between our industries and the De- 
partment of Commerce and is anxious that 
such regulations of industry established by 
the War Industries Board as resulted in real 
economies in production and_ distribution 
should be nerpetuated. Accordingly, Mr. 
Donnelley suggests that, should our industry 
deem it advisable to continue any of these 
regulations or adopt other co-operative meas- 
ures, we hold a meeting of such members of 
the industry as we think wise and come to 
an agreement. He promises if this be done 
to make an appointment between us and the 
Secretary so that our suggestions may be laid 
before him and if thought wise by him may 
receive his sanction as trade customs. Mr. 
Donnelley goes on to say: “I believe this pro- 
cedure, resulting in giving to trade customs 
the weight of government approval, would do 
much towards making those customs more 
readily accepted by those members of your 
industry who have heretofore hesitated in 
co-operating with the trade.” 

The Business Committee of The American 
Publishers’ Copyright League has just held 
a meeting and has unanimously endorsed the 
suggestion of Mr. Donnelley, with special 
reference to the “on sale” question. The 
Committee will recommend to the meeting of 
the League, to be held on Tuesday, March 4, 
at four p. m. at The Yale Club, that the 
organization shall endorse the suggestion and 
shall request Mr. Donnelley to make an_ap- 
pointment between the Secretary of Com- 
merce and such representatives of the League 
as may be chosen for the purpose. 

The Business Committee invites publishers 
of trade books, etc., who are not members of 
the League to attend this meeting.

the letter of November 27, 1918, written by 
Mr. Donnelley and approved by Mr. Baruch, 
Chairman of the Board, in which the regula- 
tions for trade books, etc., were withdrawn. 
This letter, however, “strongly recommended 
that certain features of the regulations be 
retained.” It went on to say, “During many 
years of sharp competitive bufSiness conditions 
wasteful practices have developed which the 
publishers have recognized but have been un- 
able to eliminate.” Of the regulations “the 
following rules have been unanimously agreed 
upon as good business practices and their 
adoption as trade customs is strongly recom- 
mended by the War Industries Board: 

“All shipments of books ‘on sale,’ ‘on con- 
signment, or ‘protected’ shall be prohibited, 
except im cases where it has been customary 
to solicit by traveling salesmen, and these 
salesmen of a publishing house have been un- 
able to solicit an advance order for any par- 
ticular publication (because of time limitation 
between the receipt of the manuscript and the 
publication of the book), in which event the 
publisher may ship a sample order ‘on sale’; 
hut such an ‘on sale’ shipment to any of the 
large jobbers shall in no case be in excess of 
100 copies, and no such ‘on sale’ shipment to 
any other dealer shall be in excess of five 
copies. Such an ‘on sale’ shipment shall not 
be repeated for the same title. This restric- 
tion applies to ‘on sales’ to all retailers no 
matter where located. 

“No ‘on sale’ shipment shall be made for 
display or any other purpose except as stated 
iil previous paragraph, and no rebate shall 
he made for unsold stock, save in exceptional 
cases where the public interest justified pub- 
lishing within a year from date of original 
issue a cheap reprint of a ‘miscellaneous’ book 

when a proportionate rebate may be paid 
booksellers on their unsold stock of the 
original higher priced edition.’’)

COPYRIGHT AMENDMENT PROGRESS AT WASHINGTON 
Bill Recently Introduced in Congress 


The amendatory copyright bill has been 
introduced in the Senate by Senator Kirby 
(Bill S. 5582) and into the House by Rep. 
Charles B. Smith (Bill H. R. 15853). 

A BILL TO AMEND SECTIONS EIGHT AND TWENTY- 
ONE OF THE COPYRIGHT ACT APPROVED MARCH 
FOURTH, NINETEEN HUNDRED AND NINE, 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, that sections eight 
and twenty-one of the Act entitled “An Act 
to amend and consolidate the Acts respecting 
copyright,” approved March fourth, nineteen 
hundred and nine be amended to read as 

follows: 

“Sec. 8. That the author or proprietor of 
any work made the subject of copyright by 
this Act, or his executors, administrators, or 
assigns, shall have copyright for such work 
under the conditions and for the terms speci- 
fied in this Act: Provided, however, That 
the copyright secured by this Act shall ex- 
tend to the work of an author or proprietor 
who is a citizen or subject of a foreign state 
or nation, only— 

“(a) When an alien author or proprietor 
shall be domiciled within the United States 
at the time of the first publication of his 
work, or 

“(b) When the foreign state or nation of 
which such author or proprietor is a citizen 
or subject grants, either by treaty, conven- 
tion, agreement, or law to citizens of the 
United States the benefit of copyright on 
substantially: the same basis as to its own 
citizens, or copyright protection § substanti- 
ally equal to the protection secured to such 
foreign author under this Act or by 
treaty; or when such foreign state or nation 
is a party to an international agreement 
which provides for reciprocity in the granting 
of copyright, by the terms of which agree- 
ment the United States may, at its pleasure, 
become a party thereto. 

“The existence of the reciprocal conditions 
aforesaid shall be determined by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, by proclamation 
made from time to time, as the purposes of 
this Act may require: Provided, however, 
That all works made the subject of copy- 
right by the laws of the United States first 
produced or published abroad after August 
first, nineteen hundred and fourteen, ard be- 
fore the date of the President’s proclama- 
tion of peace, of which the authors or propri- 
etors are citizens or subjects of any foreign 
state or nation in whose behalf a copyright 
proclamation has been issued or may be is- 
sued by the President of the United States, 
shall be entitled to the protection conferred 
by the copyright laws of thé United States 
from and after the accomplishment, before 
the expiration of fifteen months after the 
date of the President’s proclamation of peace, 
of the conditions and formalities prescribed 


with respect to such works by the coy Vr}; 
laws of the United States: Provided furth. 
That nothing herein contained shall be co: 
strued to deprive any person of any ri 
which he may have acquired by the repul 
lication of such foreign work in the Unit 
States prior to the approval of this Act. 


“Sec. 21. That in the case of a book pub 
lished abroad in the English language afte: 
the date of the President's proclamation 
peace, the deposit in the copyright office, 
later than sixty days after its publicatior 
abroad, of one complete copy of the foreign 
edition. with a request for the reservati 
ef the copyright and a= statement 
name and nationality of the author and 
the copyright proprietor, and of the date 
publication of the said book, shall secur: 
to the author or proprietor an ad interim 
copyright, which shall have all the force and 
effect given to copyright by this Act, and 
shall endure until the expiration oi four 
months after such deposit in the copvright 
office.”

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AN INTERESTING SERIES OF BOOKSTORE ADVERTISEMENTS 


The whole subject of book advertising is 
difficult, and bookstores as well as publishers 
are constantly revising their methods in order 
to better reach the small and elusive group 
who make up the book-buying public. The 
retailers’ problem is even more difficult than 
the publishers’ as the use of sufficient space 
to make striking displays in any large city 
newspaper has proved a burdensome outlay 
to any who have undertaken it. 

Most bookstores that have experimented 
with newspaper space have come to use small 
and frequently repeated advertisements, plac- 
ing these on the established book pages or 
on the pages that are most likely to be 
turned to by the bookish sort of people. 

Any user of small space, however, is in 
constant danger of being smothered by the 
large displays adjoining and the best answer 
to this difficulty seems to be to give such 
distinction of typography or design to the 
small display that it shall stand out attrac- 
tively to every eye. 

In the fall and Christmas season a series 
of advertisements placed by Himebaugh & 
srowne in the New York papers attracted

Bookstores, as a rule, can use but small 
space as compared with other stores and the 
need, therefore, of making that space have 
distinction and interest becomes of great im- 
portance, and such experiments as this should 
get careful consideration. 
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ROGER FOSTER vs. CALLAGHAN & CO. 


The case of Roger Foster, author of 
“Federal Procedure,” first published by the 
3oston Book Co. and later in 1913 in a fifth 
edition by Callaghan & Co., against the last 
named publishers who issued in 1916 Byrnes 
“Federal Criminal Procedure,’ was heard in 
the U. S. District Court in New York City 
by Judge Julian W. Mack. His decision, 
rendered last week orally, is given below. 
3yrne’s work contained a preface signed by 
the author, in which it was stated that “here- 
tofore the law of criminal procedure in federal 
courts has been ascertainable only by means 
of a search thru hundreds of United States 
statutes and thousands of cases,” altho Fo 
ter’s work, as issued by the same publishers, 
contained a chapter summarizing this specific 
subject. 

TEXT OF THE DECISION 

“Gentlemen, in my judgment this agree- 
ment was an exclusive license to publish 
this book for a period of ten years, subject 
to the condition (and because subject to the 
condition, a license revocable for breach of 
the condition) that the covenants assumed by 
the publisher would be carried out. A tech- 
nical trust relation is not thereby created, in 
the sense of the publisher becoming the 
trustee of the licensee by reason of the use 
of the copyright being confided to the pub- 
lisher during that period. 

On the other hand, there is a personal re- 
lation established between the parties, which 
necessarily imposes certain fiduciary obliga- 
tions that may in a proper case be asserted 
in a court of equity. The measure of the ob- 
ligations assumed, however, is to be de- 
termined both from the character of the busi- 

ss carried on by the defendant and from 
the terms of the contract itself. 

Callaghan & Co. have been publishers of 
law books for many years. The book in ques- 
tion was a well known and well established 
work, and they were given the exclusive 
right under the contract to publish it for 
this period of ten years in its fifth edition. 
They had therefore been given some rights, 
the nature of which is not in evidence, in 
the fourth, and I think in the third edition. 
The question is, what are the obligations 
which are expressly assumed and which are 
implied from the contract and from the re- 
lation of the parties? 

Callaghan & Co. were under an express 
obligation to promote the sale of the book 
and to advertise the book. That means. of 
course, to promote the sale in all good faith 
and to advertise it in all good faith. Does 
the promotion of the sale of the book impose 
a negative obligation that they shall not pub- 
lish any law book at any time during the 
ten years that may be competitive to this 
book? Perhaps it is unnecessary to answer 
the question as broadly stated as this is. It 
may be put in a more limited form: Does 
it prohibit them from publishing a book com- 
petitive as to one specific subject matter out

of half a dozen or covered by th 
general book? 

I think that under the evidence it should 
be assumed, for the purposes of this case 
that the plaintiff's book comprehensively cov- 
ers the subject matter of Federal criminal 
procedure down to the date of its publication 
in 1913, and that a book covering the same 
subject matter is for all practical purposes 
competitive. I think the Byrne book is com- 
petitive to that part of the Foster book that 
covers Federal criminal procedure. So th: 
direct question must be answered, whether 
Callaghan & Co. have a right during the ten 
year period to publish another work. 

Looking at the contract, there is an express 
prohibition as to the plaintiff competing with 
his own book during that period. There is 
no express prohibition as to Callaghan & 
Co. publishinging a competitive work. The 
fact that Callaghan & Co. were general book 
publishers was well known to both parties 
The insertion of the express agreement as to 
plaintiff, in my judgment, forbids the impli 
cation, even if without that express prohibi- 
tion such an implication would have been 
permissible. I say it is unnecessary to pass 
on an obligation on the part of Callaghan & 
Co. not to publish a volume such as Foster. 
I do not pass upon a book competitive in all 
respects with Foster’s Federal Practice. | 
limit myself to the case before me and in 
that connection it is to be noted that the 
Byrne book is a one-volume book, covering 
only a specific head, even tho that same head 
is adequately treated in Foster’s Federal 
Practice; and therefore it may well appeal 
to a different element. 

The parties must have known of the possi- 
bility of publications of works of this kind, 
and if it was intended that any such prohibi 
tion should be imposed upon Callaghan & 
Co. similar to that which was imposed upon 
the plaintiff, or the lesser one that would 
have been sufficient for the case at hand, it 
would have been a very simple matter ex- 
pressly to have stated this in the contract. | 
am of the opinion that the failure expressly 
to impose the obligation combined with the 
express prohibition on the plaintiff must lead 
to the conclusion that no such obligation was 
intended by the parties, and in the absence 
of such an intention no such obligation can 
be implied. Therefore, any injunction against 
the publication of Byrne’s book must be 
denied. : 

Now, as to the advertising. This case 
was begun, not in 1916, but in 1917, and the 
question of a negative injunction or a posi- 
tive injunction as to the advertising must be 
determined from the condition at the time 
that the suit was brought. If there had been 
any dereliction in the advertising prior to 
the complaints by plaintiff in the fall of 1916 
and those derelictions amounted to a breach 
of the contract, the plaintiff had his remedy. 
either by terminating the license or by suing

at law for the breach, but so far as a court 
of equity is concerned it is clear that at the 
time that this suit was brought and for 
some time prior thereto the defendant had 
both advertised and had shown no disinclina- 
tion properly to advertise the plaintiff's book. 
There was at that time no danger, no threat- 
ened danger of a violation of the obligation 
properly to advertise. Therefore, there is no 
basis for a court of equity issuing a manda- 
tory injunction or an affirmative injunction, 
or a conditional or negative injunction, on the 
subject of advertising. 

The third point presents more difficulties. 
It was the duty of the defendant to abstain 
from such conduct within the limits of a 
reasonable pursuit of its own business, such 
as, under the first heading in this opinion, in 
my judgment the defendant was permitted 
to do. Subject to that it was the defendant’s 
duty,'in pursuance of its obligation to pro- 
mote the sale and advertise the book, not to 
indulge in any conduct that would tend to be 
destructive of or that would tend to diminish 
the sale of the book. In so far as the adver- 
tising of Byrne’s book in a proper way would 
have the tendency to diminish any sales of 
plaintiff's book, the plaintiff is without 
remedy, because the defendant is acting 
within its rights. In so far, however, as the 
defendant has gone beyond that, in so far as 
the defendant’s conduct has been beyond the 
realm of fair and reasonable competition with 
the plaintiff's book, it would be contrary to 
the express obligation and the implications 
from the express obligation that were as- 
sumed by it. And that brings us to the 
question whether or not the publication of 
this book containing this preface and these 
lines in this preface would naturally tend to 
injure the sale of the plaintiff’s book. If it 
were a case of advertising Byrne’s book and 
in those advertisements inserting statements 
similar to those contained in the preface, the 
situation in my judgment would be clear, be- 
cause such advertising would be equivalent 
to a statement by the publishers that, in their 
judgment, Byrne is the first to deal adequately 
and comprehensively with the subject matter, 
the expression of an opinion which not only, 
in my judgment, is contrary to the fact but 
which, whether contrary to the fact or not, 
the defendants were under obligations to re- 
frain from making. 

The real difficulty is that this statement is 
not in an advertisement but is in the preface 
of Byrne’s book. It is Byrne’s statement, but 
that does not excuse the defendant, because 
the defendant is the owner of the copyright, 
and even if it were not the owner of the copy- 
right, the defendant has control of the book 
as owner of the copyright, the defendant may 
be under obligation to refrain from saying 
things which, if said by a third person, would 
afford no remedy. It is not a question of 
whether the statement is libelous or not, it 
1s not a question of whether the statement 
is mere “puffing” or not; because while Byrne 
may puff his own book, still if the “puffing” 
implies a false statement with reference to 
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the plaintiff's book, the defendant is under 
obligation to refrain from such “puffing.” 

As I say, my doubt is due to the fact that 
this is contained in the preface and not in the 
advertising, but despite the doubt I am in- 
clined to believe that there is danger in the 
spreading of this statement by the defendant’s 
activities, and its becoming known in the pro- 
fession and thereby amounting to something 
equivalent to an advertisement by defendant 
of its opinion as to the plaintiff's book. In 
my judgment the plaintiff need not prove 
any specific instances of damage. If on the 
face of it there is danger of damage, if on 
the face of it it is an unauthorized and an 
improper statement, a statement so far as the 
defendant is concerned which may result in 
injury to the plaintiff, the very fact that he 
cannot prove the damages, the very fact that 
the damages are not susceptible of calcula- 
tion, would warrant a court of equity in inter- 
fering, in view of the relations of the parties, 
with the continuance of such publication. 

I cannot find for the plaintiff that there has 
heen such proof of damages as would justify 
ei‘her an accounting or an award of damages. 
| do find for the plaintiff that the statement 
as published by the defendant is unauthorized. 
It is very clear that the statement does not 
mean that since 1913 and up to 1916 there 
have been hundreds of statutes and thousands 
of decisions. The statement clearly means 
that there was not any book in which the 
statutes and decisions covering this subject 
matter have ever been—or, limiting it to a 
reasonable time theretofore, have within a 
reasonable time theretofore been collected in 
a comprehensible way. 


Whether or not that statement would give 
rise to an action at law against Byrne is of 
course entirely beyond the range of this case. 
No opinion is intimated thereon. But that 
the statement is contrary to the fact seems 
to me to be clear under the evidence. 

In my opinion, therefore, a decree should 
go against the defendant enjoining the con- 
tinuance of this book without the elimination 
of the objectionable statement or its modi- 
fication so as to indicate that it is limited to 
the period subsequent to the publication of the 
fifth edition of Foster or that in the judgment 
of the writer of the preface no such compre- 
hensive discussion of the subject is to be 
found in any single volume work. If the 
statement in the preface is so modified as to 
exclude the possibility of referring to Fos- 
ter’s Practice, the continuance of the sale will 
no longer be enjoined. 

The decree may be prepared accordingly.

The Decimal System for Paper

I have read with considerable interest the 
article in your January 18th issue, concerning 
a new decimal system for the standardization 
of weights on book and cover papers. : 

D. Appleton & Company, as large users of 
both these qualities of paper are, naturally, 
very much interested in this article, as it shows 
progress along the lines of office efficiency and 
also possibly an economy in manutacture. 

[ am entirely in accord with any system 
which will minimize the size of sheets, 
thereby enabling the paper mill to make an 
additional saving in manufacturing by using 
the full width of the machine- all side rolls 
being cut off and put in stock for future 
requirements. I believe that this would be 
not only a saving to the mill, but would also 
be of indirect benefit to the publisher and 
reading public on account of less wastage in 
manufacturing. 

You write further of limiting weights to 
“substance numbers” such as we have been 
working under during the last year or so 
with 25x38 as the basic size and upon which 
all weights are to be figured. I believe that 
here you have an almost insurmountable dif- 
ficulty due to the fact that no two paper mills 
given the same raw ingredients and water 
will manufacture an articie of given weight 
or bulk. Why this should be I do not know, 
but the fact remains that it is so. If we could 
secure substance weights which are consistent 
with a uniformity of bulk the idea would be a 
good one. ‘ 

In your article I note that the old-fash- 
ioned ream is entirely eliminated and every- 
thing in future is to be figured by the 1,000 
sheets, the standard of size being 1,000 sheets 
of paper—one inch square and that the weight 
of this one inch column is to be multiplied 
by the number of square inches in a given 
size sheet in order to arrive at the substance 
number.

[t is necessary to take into consideration the 
fact, as mentioned above, that different mills 
do not make the same weight of paper with 
the same raw material and, further, that they 
do not bulk their papers the same and unless 
these mill weights and bulks are standardized 
there will be as many’ substance numbers and 
weights as there are different mills, which 
would in reality mean as much computation 
as the present system. 

l believe that these are very important 
questions and should be given full considera- 
tion—not with the idea of in any way hin- 
dering the adoption of a new system, but 
rather—possibly helping it.

Pigskin is a wonderfully tough and ex- 
ceedingly beautiful leather. But the per- 
son who buys a pigskin traveling bag, port- 
folio, purse or book and pays a very high 
price for the same can hardly see how this 
price is justified when he considers the im- 
mense number of pigs slaughtered every day 
to keep the world in pork, ham and bacon. 

The truth of the matter is that very little 
pigskin is ever tanned into leather. The 
pig leather industry is chiefly confined to 
Scotland and Germany, the reason being that 
the skins are left on the carcasses in almost 
all the other parts of the world. Altho in 
normal times a pigskin is worth about a 
dollar and fifty cents, yet it is seldom re- 
moved from the carcass. One reason is the 
great difficulty of flaying the animal. It ap- 
pears to be almost impossible by present 
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methods to remove the skin without cut- 
ting away a large quantity of fat, and the 
value of the skin compared to the loss of 
weight of the meat offers very little induce- 
ment to remove the skin, in addition to 
which, the custom of leaving the rind on 
bacon and pork effectually prevents any at- 
tempt at present to increase the supply of 
pigskin.

The 
Herschel V. Jones copy, recently sold at 


Andersons, brought $10,000. 


The average per lot of the two parts of 
the Jones Sale taken together is $195—50% 
higher than the average in the Hoe Sale and 
the highest ever reached in a book auction sale. 


The appreciation of real association books 
has been steadily growing in recent years. 
This is shown in the prices which books of 
Dickens, Thackeray, Stevenson, and many 
other authors have brought at auction. But 
the volume autographed by request can never 
be regarded as an association book of the 
right kind. It is fortunate that as a specula- 
tion such autographed books are not worth 
the trouble and expense.

Mr. Courville’s annual volume of 
graph Prices Current,” containing a 
of prices for which autographs have sold in 
England during the past season, has made 


its appearance. The highest price ior years 
was for the WHamilton-Nelson Correspon- 
dence, comprising upwards of 1050 letters 
which brought $12,500. There is hardly a 


name of great importance in English history 
that is not included in the volume, and owing 
to its unusual size and wide range it contains 
much of interest to dealers and collectors. 


What is probably one of the earliest news- 
papers ever issued is in the coming Jones 
Sale, in the form of an Italian sheet of four 
pages, uncut and unopened, printed in Flor- 
ence in 1562, and reprinted September 10, 
1562, in Rimini, by Giov de Nicola of Mo- 
dena. It contains an account of a disgrace- 
ful event in Polish history. At the time of 
the Council of Trent, one of the first moves 
of the newly created order of Jesuits was 
to save Poles for ‘Rome. The Veronese 
bishop, Luigi Lipomano, was sent as a Papal 
Nuncio to Poland to induce the Polish par- 
liament to introduce censorship and the in- 
quisition, to abrogate the liberty of con- 
science, rights of the Jews, and to enlarge 
the jurisdiction of the Church Courts. The 
description of this event was sent by Lipo- 
mano to Pope Paul IV in the form of a 
letter, and published in an Italian transla- 
tion as a news-sheet in several towns in 1562, 
of which this is a copy. 





The thirteenth and final sale of the great 
collection of prints formed by Frederic R. 
Halsey ended with a four session sale on 
February 14. The receipts for this sale were 
$49.424; the grand total for the entire col- 
lection, $438,371.85. An engraving in color 
of Louis XV of’ France by L. M. Bonnet 
sold for $5600. In a previous sale Janinet’s 
L’Aven Difficile brought $11,000, the highest 
price ever paid for a print in A'merica. 
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The library of John Wm. Roy Crawford 
will be sold at the Anderson Galleries, Park 
Ave. and 59th Street on February 24, 25, 26 
and 27. The catalog contains 987 items of 
great variety and interest. There are a large 
number of books on the North American In- 
dians, their history, captivities, portraits, 
etc.; rare Americana and books on Western 
travel; color plate books, and works with cos- 
tume plates; rare illustrated books by George 
Cruikshank, including Grimm’s German Pop- 
ular Stories, rare first issue; fourth folio 
Shakespeare; first editions; collected and 
standard sets and several valuable extra- 
illustrated items. The Americana include 
Hubbard’s New England, 1677; Maximilien 
de Wied’s Travels, 7 vols.; Lahontan’s New 
Voyages, 1703; Lewis and Clark’s Expedi- 
tion, 1814; McKenney & Hall’s’§ Indian 
Tribes, 1836-44; Peter Martyr's De Novo 
Orbe, 1612; Mason’s Pequot War, - 1736; 
Cotton Mather’s Magnalia Christi, 1702: 
Adair’s American Indians, 1775; Beverly’s 
Virginia, 1705; Burke’s Virginia, 4. vols., 
1804-16; De Bry’s, Part 1, America, 1590, etc. 
Among the first editions are very fine and 
complete collections of Lafcadio Hearn, John 
Addington Symonds and _ Robert Louis 
Stevenson—the latter being especially note- 
worthy. Not only is it unusually complete 
but each volume contains a check, a letter, 
a page of manuscript or some other auto- 
graphic insertion signed by Stevenson, 
is in original wrappers, on cloth covers 
and has its own slide or solander case 
made of green levant morocco. Many 
rare volumes are from Stevenson’s own li- 
brary. Here is Stevenson’s own copy of the 
Edinburgh Magazine, with manuscript list 
of contents in his handwriting giving the 
names of the various contributors; An I[n- 
land Voyage, 1878; Deacon Brodie, 1880, the 
rare original edition with the inscription 
“Charles Warner from the authors,” and con- 
taining numerous pen and pencil markings 
and marginal notes in the handwriting of 
Henley and Stevenson; a remarkable asso- 
ciation book is Stevenson’s own copy of the 
privately issued Father Damien, Sydney, 1890. 
Inserted is the original permit issued by the 
Board of Health at Honolulu, dated May 20, 
1889, and signed by its President, N. B. Em- 
erson, and permitting the author to visit the 
Leper Settlement at Molokai. One of the 
star pieces of the collection is the Sunbeam 
Magazine, edited by R. L. Stevenson, while 
a student at Mr. Tomlinson’s Day School in 
Edinburgh in 1866, The chief story, “The 
Banker’s Ward,” is by Stevenson, as are all 
the colored and uncolored illustrations, and 
some of the essays on southern cities. 
The Sunbeam was a manuscript magazine 
and only one copy was made.  Steven- 
son is a collector’s favorite. His popularity 
in the auction room has been steadily gaining 
on both sides of the Atlantic since the 
Williamson Sale in 1908.
